be ascertained, bat as conditions are, 
tbe people are more interested in tbe 
effect upon Industry than they are 
about tbe cause that Rives effect to tbe 
combinations against labor. It may 
require time for tbe uirlous to solve 
tbe problem, hut that should not delay 
action by tbe people. 


While the solution is in progress tbe 


proper method to pursue is to oleao 
up tbe trust business by removing 
root and branch of the evil invention. 
Capital is combmiBg 
in all forms 


against labor, which, is tbe only source 
from which wealth comes. 
If tbe 


money power u pe mitted to go on as 
'it "has begun, tbe fountain of proi- 
penty and progress-will be dried up, 
and those, like willows, that flourished 1 
along its streams will weep o\er tUetr 
decay. 


Trusts have more or lew bteu in ate 


in the Ute ocaturies. la the past I bey 
were a creation of tbe overreaching and 
avaricious, and had a local position 
representing Individuals

subject to law upon the theory and 
fact tint the trust was in opposition to 
trade and egainat public policy. Tbe 
late form of trust represents capital 
and it an invention of the mouey 
power to accomplish I ho purpose of tbe

It is intended by those who are en- 


gaged in the trust business at present 
thrtt tbe modern trust shall not be 
•abject to law. Tbe difference beinti 
that the law as It now le will not reach 
a com bloat ion of capital, as it can ouly 
reach a combination of men 
The ob- 


ject of tbe varieties is the same, whlcb 
is to rule labor. Tbe modern variety 
Is more dangerous tbau tbs more 
ancient, because a capitalized trust 
may be nude universal in its applica- 
tion.

control business Is nothing more than 
an outgrowth from tbe trust universal 
that it sought to be launched upon tbe 
labor of tbe world, tarongh the uni- 
versal demonetization of silver. Tbe 
silver question in tbe United State* 
has been treated from a business 
standpoint, books have been written 
pre and con, containing discussions 
upon tbe utility of silver demonetiza- 
tion; its relation to trade and Its uses 
la trade. Its convenience In matters 
of exchange have been largely dis- 
cussed. Its use as a money metal in 
modern and ancient times has been 
presented with much earnestness. It 
has been presented in a soft and half 
parsuasive way as tbe money of tbe 
people in manifold form.

the history of Nevada.

Practically all tbe 
teachers in Washoe, besides delegations 
from Lyon, Storey, Ormsby and Dong 
las Bounties weye present. There wae 
au excellent representation from the 
faculty of the Nevada University and 
State Normal School. 


County Superintendent Williams 


and the teachers of Reno worked un- 
tiringly to make tbe institute what it 
was and should each and all b,a?e a 
bonquet pinned to the lapel of bin 
or her float or bodice. 


Perhaps one of tbe most notleable 


features of 
the 
institute was tbe 


aprightlmess of tbe discussions, Tbe 
papers each and nil suggested ideas 
which were amplified and reduced to 
practical deductions. 


Tbe interest was maintained through- 


out and grew from boar to hour. 


Thursday evening was an especially 


interesting session. The address by 
Dr. Stubbs, the paper by Mrs. Bender 
and tbe remarks by bctb tbe State and 
the County Superintendent were all 
full of point and pith. The program 
was interspersed with music. 


Arithmetic formed the subject of 


yesterday morning's work. Tbe first 
anbrhead, fFuncJan^entals Illustrated," 
was handled by J. E. Hrajr.
